School Unification Faces Voters 
In Primary Election Next Tuesday 


PORTERVILLE — The 
controversial issue of school 
unification will again face the 
voters of southeastern Tulare 
county next Tuesday - by action 
of the state legislature. The 
proposition was voted down in 
1966 and, if defeated Tuesday, 
will not again be forced onto the 
ballot by state action - at least 
under present legislation. 

The issue in its most simple 
terms is this: Will Porterville 
High school district and 
Strathmore High school district, 
along with some 15 existing 
elementary districts within the 


two high school districts be 
unified into a single school 
district that would be 


administered by a seven-member 
board, elected at-large. 

Under unification, existing 
school boards would “go out of 


business,’ and the new unified 
board would assume 
responsibility for operation of 
all schools within the new, 
unified district. 

Those favoring unification 
argue that through a unified 
district, educational program 
from kindergarten through high 
school can be coordinated. 

It is also maintained that 
under unification. more 
specialized services would 
become available in the smaller 
schools; a more _ personalized 
program of student guidance and 
counseling would be possible; 
greater flexibility would be 
provided in teacher assignments, 
thereby attracting better 
qualified teachers: more 
effective use could be made of 
instructional materials and

equipment; duplication of 
administrative functions could 
be eliminated; and more 
efficient use of school facilities, 
personnel, and equipment would 
be possible. 

Proponents of the plan say 
there would be no significant 
change in tax rate since the 
unified district rate would be the 
weighted average of the present 
maximum rates of the 
elementary and high school 
districts. Under unification, an 
additional $20 per student 
would come from the state. 

Opponents of the plan say 
there is no guarantee that tax 
rate would not increase under 
unification, in fact it is 
maintained by the opposition 
that bigger schools usually cost 
more to operate. 

Opponents also state that a 
desirable, close relationship 
between teachers, parents and 
board members that now exists 
would be weakened by 
unification, since the larger the 
administrative unit, the more 
difficult it is to maintain close 
relationships. 

As for the $20 increase per 
student from the state if 
unification is voted in, 
opponents point out that this is 
‘“‘bait,’’ and not really 
significant, since it represents 
only a small percentage of 
present state revenue going to 
existing school districts. 

Surrender of “local control” 
is also listed as an important 
item by opponents of 
unification, since current, 
locally-elected school boards 
would be replaced by a single 
board. 

Included in the unification 
proposal, in addition to 
Porterville and Strathmore High 
school districts are the following 
elementary districts: Alta Vista, 
Burton, Citrus South Tule, 
Ducor, Hope, Hot Springs, 
Pleasant View, Porterville, 
Rockford, Saucelito, Springville, 
Sunnyside, Strathmore, Terra 
Bella, and Woodville. 

If unification carries, all of 
these school districts will come 
under one administrative board; 
if unification fails, these schools 
will continue under their current 
administration.
